A local bill nwt be be introduced 
and passed ‘by the Palm Béach 
County legislative delegation in the 
forthcoming session of the legisla- 
ture which will divide the present 
Western Palm Beach County Pub- 
lic Hospital District into two dis- 
tricts, according to an announce- 
ment made yesterday by Repre- 
sentative B. Elliott of Pahokee, 
sponsor of the bill. The bill is be- 
ing properly advertised this week 
and at the end of the statute- 
fixed 30 days will be introduced 
and enacted into law. 

Heretofore, the Pahokee and 
Belle Glade hospitals have been 
operated by one board consisting 
of seven directors. Under the new 
set-up each of the two new dis- 
tricts will have a governing body 
of five men. In the Pahokee sec- 
tion three of the directors will be 
named from Pahokee. and two 
from the outlying area. Likewise 
in the Belle Glade section: three. di- 
rectors will be named from Belle 
Glade and two from outlying areas. 

Each new’ board will have a hos- 
pital to operate. Tax moneys will 
be |divided on assessment basis 
with the new Northwestern (Paho- 
kee) district taking in all that 
land lying west of a north and 
south line running through Twenty 
Mile Bend and north of an east- 
west line just north of the Belle 
Glade airport-ice plant road run- 
ning six miles ‘west, thence south 
to the Hillsborough canal. All otr- 
er lands west of Twenty Mile Bend, 
including Chosen, Torrey and 


Kraemer Islands will be in the 
Belle Glade (Southwestern) dis- 
trict.

TALLAHASSEE—The* 


Univer- 


sity of Miami's marine faboratory 


is checking on the possibility. of 
cultivating Florida -mullet. Its 


field station at Cedar Key is study- 


ing the spawning habits of .the 
fish, the development of the young 
and their movements. It is also 
conducting experiments in arti- 
ficial breeding. 

The ‘state Boatd of Conservation 
which. has arranged for the study; 
reported “very little is known re~ 
garding the life history and bi- 
ology of the mullet in spite of its 
great importance.” Mullet fisher- 
men. produce over 50,000,000 
hounds a year in Florida, 

The’ station is using’ a smail 
tidal pool at its laboratory. A low 
dam topped by 4 fine screen allows 
the’ tide to flow in and out.of the 
pond bit keeps fish Seas going to 
and fro.

TALLAHASSEE—Slot machines 
or bookies ina hotel-or apartment 
house are not suffitient grounds 
for the state hotel commission to 
revoke hotel or apartment licenses, 
according to Attorney General 
Richard W. Ervin. He advised 
Hotel Commissioner Jimmy’ Land- 
on that the law does not permit 
lim to revoke the license of a hotel 
or apartment having a slot ma- 
chine or bookie on the premises. 
In ‘another opinion, the attorney 
general told Director Lewis M. 
Schott of the beverage department 
that Florida law does not permit 
minors to work in places where 
intoxicating liquors are sold, even 
though their disabilities of non- 
age have been removed. On the 
subject of residence, the attorney 
general advised Governor Warren 
that a notary public need not live 
in Florida all the year to hold a 
commission, but must have estab- 
lished a legal residence in this 
state. Such a notary then is frez 
to spend as much time as he 
pleases elsewhere, so long as he 
doesn't move his legal residence. 


TALLAHASSEE—Another puh- 
lic hearing will be held on the ap- 
plication of Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company for 
higher. intrastate rates, and set for 
Miami April 4 by the Florida Rali- 
road and Public Utilities Commis- 
sion.

Add To Welfare Fund 


. MIAMI — More than $3,800,000 
was collected by the State of Flor- 
ida in taxes from Hialeah's suc- 
tessful 40-day horse rating meet- 
ing this winter, it is revealed by 
figurés announced by the Florida 
State Racing Commission 
Hialeah, the state’s oldest and 
largest pari-mutuels operation, 
contributed a total of $2,410,442.15 
for Florida old'age assistance, and 
a total, of $1,396,887.08 for equal 
distribution among the 67 counties. 
In contrast to a sharp levelling- 
off elsewhere in racing revenue, 
Hialeah’s mutuels volume showed 
a decrease of les$ than 5 per cent, 
and there was an actual increase in 
the attendance total. Before ths 
opening of the meeting, the more 
optimistic experts” ured a drop 
of 10 per cent in handle, and soine 
estimates fixed the decrease 2s 
much as 25 per cent. 

Hialeah’s successful operation is 
important news to all Florida, as 
Hialeah revenue is an essential! 
part of the financial structure for 
every county; as well as for the 
state welfare fund. è 

Twenty-six of the 40 days of, the 
1949 season the handle was in ex- 
cess of a million dollars and reach-
